causing the nodes to switch to a backup forwarding table associated with the identified one 
outbound or inbound link. 

47. (Currently amended) A system for routing data in a communications network, 
comprising: 

means for receiving a group of forwarding tables, the forwarding tables including a 
primary forwarding table and a plurality of backup forwarding tables; 

means for determining that a quality of one of an outbound link and an inbound link has 
changed; 

means for generating a message in response to determining the quality change, the 
message identifying the one outbound or inbound link; and 

means for sending the message to at least one other node in the communications network, 
the message instructing the at least one other node to switch to a backup forwarding table 
associated with the identified one outbound or inbound link.
